THE PRODUCER’S CORNER 





Dear Playgoer: 


Jeannie Carson and Biff McGuire will delight Cape Playhouse audiences in next 
week’s production of “She Loves Me” by the author of “Cabaret.” This charming musical 
comedy is based on the film “Shop Around The Corner.” 


Jeannie Carson achieved stardom in the English Theatre with her 1954 London per- 
formance in “Love From Judy,” the musical version of “Daddy Long Legs.” She then 
came to America to appear in several specials with such co-stars as Maurice Chevalier, 
Jimmy Durante, and Frank Sinatra. Her television series “Hey, Jeannie’ enjoyed great 
success both in America and in Britain. Miss Carson met and married her co-star Biff 
McGuire while playing in the 1960 Broadway revival of ‘“Finian’s Rainbow.” From 1963 
to 1965 Miss Carson and Mr. McGuire toured the country in “Camelot” and “110 In the 
Shade.” Her first album, entitled, naturally, JEANNIE CARSON, has recently been 
released in this country by London Records. She became an American citizen in 1965. 


Biff McGuire made his Broadway debut in the original production of ‘South Pacific” 
and his full-fledged bow as singer-actor in the 1960 Broadway revival of “Finian’s Rain- 
bow.” Broadway audiences will remember his portrayal of Kenneth in Arthur Miller’s 
“A Memory of Two Mondays.” His films include “The Phoenix Story,’ “Station Six 
Sahara,” and the just completed “Crown Caper.” He is also a writer, with his most 
recent play, “Off Center,’ being produced on BBC-TV, and an artist with two sold-out 
exhibits to his credit. 


Also appearing in “She Loves Me” is Larry Kert, who is perhaps best remembered 
on Broadway for his starring role as Tony, the young lover opposite Carol Lawrence in 
“West Side Story.” 


For an evening of melodic enchantment, don’t miss “She Loves Me,” with Jeannie 
Carson and Biff McGuire at the Cape Playhouse next week. Tickets may be purchased 
at the Box Office during the first intermission of this evening’s play, or later by telephone

A Summer of Professional Experience for Student Actors 


Many Cape Playhouse audiences are not 
aware that there are actually two acting 
companies performing weekly in Dennis. 
In addition to the traveling stock com- 
panies which entertain audiences in the 
Playhouse itself, there is a resident com- 
pany from the American Academy of 
Dramatic Arts in New York which pre- 
sents delightful children’s shows each 
week. On the Gertrude Lawrence Memo- 
rial Stage of the Dennis Union Church, 
these actors, ranging in age from 16 to 
22, perform before an audience of young- 
sters which can be fully as demanding 
as the adult audiences in the Playhouse. 

Under the direction of Mr. and Mrs. 
Tom Whedon, this youthful company al- 
ready this season has presented two pro- 
ductions: the classic “Simple Simon” 
early in July; and more recently, a new 
musical for children called “Sam Stiller, 
Private Eye—or, Footprints on the River.” 
This week, there will be an entirely new 
production of “Beauty and the Beast,’ 
to be presented on Wednesday at 
10:30 a.m., and on Thursday at 10:30 a.m. 
and 2:30 p.m. at the Dennis Union Church. 

Tom Whedon comes to the Cape Play- 
house with 15 years’ experience in the 
theatre—as actor, stage-manager, direc- 
tor, writer, and producer. Having written 
for the “Capt. Kangaroo” show, last sea- 
son he wrote and produced the much-

acclaimed CBS Children’s Film Festival. 
In addition, he wrote the book and lyrics 
for “All Kinds of Giants,’ a musical 
comedy produced at the Cricket Theatre 
in New York in 1961, and is co-author of 
a musical for cabaret, “Money,” which 
ran five months at New York’s “Upstairs 
at the Downstairs” in 1963. Tom also has 
written revue material for Julius Monk 
and has been represented on the Tonight 
Show, the Merv Griffin Show and the 
Jack Paar Show. Tom’s wife, Lee, co- 
director of the Children’s Theatre, is the 
mother of three boys and teaches at St. 
Hilda’s and St. Hugh’s School in Man- 
hattan, but her active theatre experience 
runs back to 1948. She has appeared off- 
Broadway, in summer stock, on tour, and 
on radio and television. Most recently, 
Lee was seen in 1965 in Arnold Wesker’s 
“The Kitchen” at New York’s 8lst St. 
Theatre. 

In the charge of Lee and Tom Whedon 
are ten students of the New York Acad- 
emy. Around the Playhouse, they are 
known as “The Kids,” an indication of 
their youth and student status and cer- 
tainly not of their professional ability, 
for often they are called upon to play 
small roles in Playhouse productions re- 
quiring local, resident actors. They are 
a young group, but indeed long on 
experience:
